CBM RESPONSES 


Re CBM Recommends, your Dec. 22— 
Jan. 11 issue: rather than submit to the 
1967 legislature recommendations touch- 
ing on only a few of the problems con- 
tributing to unsafe driving, I fervently 
hope the CBM is besieged by letters 
from fellow riders at the earliest possi- 
ble moment, so that the committee may 
move for new and improved legislation 
armed with as complete a picture as 
possible of the issues. I note the CBM’s 
“Southern Calif. Road Riders Committee” 
is listed in your own Ciub Directory, for 
those who care enough to try to take 
even a small part in the lawmaking of 
our cycle world, by jotting down their 
ideas for these folks to consider. 

I submit that all drivers in California, 
first of all, should be given more honest 
testing, under present laws. a. The writ- 
ten exams should be re-written to in- 
clude situations involving both motor- 
cycles and freeway traffic, such as 
crossovers, cycles passing between 
lanes, and so on. b. Immediate action, 
without any re-writing, should be taken 
to more honestly enforce the present test 
of vision, which now gives individual 
testers the right to (as in my own case) 
allow glasses wearing drivers to drive 
without any stipulation re their being 
Practically blind without glasses on 
their licenses. 

Vision tests can easily be made more 
demanding, with depth perception, side 
vision, etc., being incorporated into the 
tests. Japan does this, and they’re not 
exactly uncrowded, people or time-wise. 
By the time I completed my eye test in 
Japan for a license to cycle while sta- 
tioned there, the authorities knew I 
could see (with glasses,) and not just 
straight ahead. My reaction time was 
measured in many ways. This was over 
ten years ago, so let’s look into what 
they are doing now! Meanwhile let’s see 
more honest testing — ‘and flunking, 
where necessary. 

In passing, more stringent testing 
would, I believe, eliminate not just a 
few of the older generation who find it 
hard to react at 70 miles an hour when 
they need help getting in and out of 
their cars, but also others of lesser 
years, who over-react, have tunnel vi- 
sion, emotionally panic when they hear 
a cycle or miss their turn-off on a free- 
way, ride bumpers until they break the 
neck of the fellow in front of them, take 
the “right-of-way” instead of taking time 
to intelligently judge each situation, as 
it evolves...sure, it will take longer to 
test people, and maybe seem to cost 
more to do so...but what is the purpose 
of licensing, to get the greatest number 
of least able drivers out onto the already 
crowded roadways, or to be selective, in 
the name of safe travel, be it cycle or 


automobile?

So 
that a new rider would pick the machine 
of his choice, take it to the training 
Place, firmly bolt it to a frame, over 
rollers front -and rear. Cool the motor 
with a powerful fan and thus safely 
initiate the tyro to changing gears, 
starting, stopping etc. ALL without 
fear of a crash or fall, Perhaps every 
— should have a machine of this 
ype.

ALL-IMPORTANT POINTS 

I think it would truly be unfair to 
deprive loners of points just because 
we do not belong to a club. I have always 
had the belief that a low number plate 
was earned by the competitor's ability 
to ride, and not by his ability to take 
entries, be a flagman or a starter at an 
event. 

I also feel that if a sponsoring club 
is not large enough to successfully hold 
an event they should not be granted a 
sanction, thereby making room for larger 
clubs which are capable of doing so. 

A loner should not have to suffer for 
the inability of a small club to solicit 
a larger membership. 

I personally know of quite a few 
riders who do not wish to take time 
away from their families or other social 
activities such as school or religious 
associations just to belong to a club.

AMSA TO THE RESCUE! 


Until a few weeks ago a road service organization like the AAA didn’t 
exist for motorcycle users. If your machine pooped out or was damaged far 
from home, you were on your own, buddy. Hither lock the bike, hoof it back 
and get a pickup truck. Or else try and fix it yourself (in the dark, when it’s 
cold). You were lucky if some enterprising thief didn’t help himself to your 


scooter while you went for help. 

If you belonged to the American 
Automobile Association -< you could 
sometimes get a service man to agree to 
pick you up. But your motorcycle had to 
stay behind, attractive bait for thieves. 
You couldn’t blame the AAA. Their 
business is with cars, not motorcycles. 

But as we said, that was how it was 
in the past. Now motorcycle riders have 
a “Triple-A” service association to call 
in time of need. The name of it is 
American Motorcycle Service Associa- 
tion, its address 8272 Sunset Blvd., 
Los Angeles 90046. 


THE STORY OF AMSA 


Recognizing the very rapid growth of 
the motorcycling public, it became ap- 
parent to a number of people that a 
service oriented organization for motor- 
cyclists is urgently needed. In March 
1966 the American Motorcycle Service 
Association was incorporated in Califor 
nia as a Motor Club to provide service 
for motorcyclists. 

The law in California is such that 
Motor Clubs are licensed by the Insur- 
ance Commissioner of the State, who 
demands that a number of rigorous re- 
quirements be met by the corporation 
before issuing a Certificate of Authority 
to offer motor club services to the 
public. 

Although AMSA (American Motorcycle 
Service Association) was incorporated 
in March, it took until November, 1966 
for the Insurance Commission to com- 
plete its careful scrutiny of AMSA and 
issue a Certificate of Authority. 

Motor Clubs are required by law to 
post a bond of $100,000. to-insure and 
guarantee that the service offered to 
the public will, in fact, be provided. In 
addition, the forms of all contracts, 
both with members and emergency road 
service operators must be approved by 
the Insurance Commission to meet the 
standards of the Insurance Code. 

All the American Motorcycle Service 
Assn. promises its members is that 
they will have a serviceman and truck 
come to the aid of the member within a 
reasonable time after the call for help 
is received by AMSA. The AMSA man 
will pick up your motorcycle in a pat- 
ented sling and truck you and it to the 
nearest approved motorcycle shop or to 
a safe garage, if none are open. There 
are other ways rescuing you and your 
motorcycle if you become stranded. But 
none are as convenient, and most end 
up much more costly. 

A one-year membership in AMSA 
costs only 15 dollars and, within certain 
limitations entitles the member to all 
the emergency road service he will ever 
need. 

Although Amsa’s geographical cover- 
age is presently limited to Southern 
California, their service trucks range 
as far as Ensenada to the south, Las 
Vegas to the East and Santa Barbara to 
the North. Those will not be the final 
limits of AMSA’s ambitions. They are 
the only club whose prime concern is 
with two wheelers. 

Prior to approval of AMSA’s license, 
Cycle News was contacted by Dr. Ger 
hart Summer and Eric Brown, the found- 
ers. They towed several disabled motor- 
cycles back from our Ensenada Poker 
Run in October, just for practice, and 
we can testify that they did a very good 
job of it. 

There are other benefits to AMSA 
members besides 24-hour emergency 
road service. Dealer-representatives 
are being franchised now to sell the 
memberships. So see your friendly 
motorcycle dealer for the rest of the 
story.

(EDITOR’S NOTE— We feel that the 
writer of the following opinions makes a 
valid point, that law enforcement agen- 
cies should shoulder some of the blame 
when lawlessness prevails, Certainly 
the disruptive elements are the guilty 
ones when a riot occurs, but when we 
ask “how could this have been pre- 
vented?” the finger of blame points in 
many directions, The “bad guys” are not 
strong enough all by themselves to dis- 
rupt a motorcycle event attended by 
thousands, They have had a lot of help 
in the recent past from do-nothing police 
officials, permissive promoters, blood- 
thirsty news media and race sanctioning 
bodies which have consistently failed 
to require adequate law enforcement at 
— championship events in the 
east. 


LOST SHEEP AND THE LAW 

Laconia, Springfield, Williams Grove, 
and what location next drops by the way- 
side as a token trophy to the present 
day scum that unfortunately choose a 
vehicle representative of our fine sport 
as a means to exploit their end? I do 
not mean to be repititious, as I know 
there have been innumerable articles 
written about this disgusting situation. 
I have made it a point to read and study 
all of them and arrived at the conclusion 
that everyone seems a little bit hesitant 
to place the blame upon those who so 
richly deserve it. The blame rests 
squarely upon the law enforcement agen- 
cies in those areas where the distur 
bances occur.

I’m sick and tired of these 
public officials in the various areas 
dumping this problem in our laps. We 
pay taxes too. 

Show me a good police department 
and I'll show you no disturbance at an 
event whatsoever. Perhaps a flattering 
and commending gesture to our own 
C.H.P. and local law agencies is the 
fact that California will pick up an addi- 
tional two national races this year. 

A friendly wager: I'll bet it does not 
happen here. Everything from vigilantes 
to Lord-knows-what has been suggested, 
to and by the AMA and associated and’ 
interested parties. Forget it. If officers 
of the law can’t handle these problems 
that are part of any civic organization, 
they are not worth the effort.

10th ANNUAL BIG HARE RUN

Lary Bergquist, #7 Open Expert rider on a 650 BSA, took the 
overall win after a long and rough 75 miles of Califomia desert. 

The Jack Rabbits Club had one of the largest tumouts for a des- 
ert event in recent times last Sunday, with a total of 480 riders. There 
were 340 open class and 140 trail bikes at their 10th annual Big Hare 
Run in the desert west of Rosamond. 

We were told at the riders meeting that the big bikes would go 
three 25-mile loops, and the trail bikes would start 10 minutes later 
and go two 20-mile loops. The long, sandy, and rocky hills for the big 


bikes were cut out of the trail bike course. 


It was a good banner start in rough, 
bumpy terrain. J.N. Roberts,-#13 Expert 
on a 350 Honda, led it to the smoke 
bomb, but ran into some trouble in the 
hilly part of the course and fell back a 
couple of places. 

Malcolm Smith, #21X on a 250 Husg- 
varna, was then the leader, with Gary 
Conrad, #5X on a 250 Greeves, 2nd at 
the end of the first loop, and. both of 
these riders had a big lead at the gas 
check. Larry Bergquist, charging hard, 
came in 3rd. 

Only about 250 riders, including both 
the big bikes and the trail bikes, were 
able to finish the first loop, which 
shows how rough the course was. The 
first 10 miles or so to the second check 
were not too bad, but then the big bikes 
made a turn up into the high, sandy 
hills with narrow trails which are hard 
to pass on, especially after a few bikes 
had chewed up the course. 

Bergquist was able to pass Smith 
when Malcolm lost his exhaust pipe, 
and Bergquist also passed Conrad, who

made a wrong turn. 

Larry’s BSA bombed into the gas 
check in the lead with Smith following, 
carrying his exhaust pipe. Conrad came 
in 3rd, and 4th into the gas check was 
Howard Beach, #33 Open Amateur on a 
Triumph. 

Bergquist was able to hold onto this 
lead, and came into the finish with a 
4-minute span over 2nd man, Gary Con- 
rad. Howard Beach, a fast-moving ama~ 
teur, picked up a good 3rd spot, and 
Dave Ekins was 4th overall on his 250 
Bultaco Metisse. 

J.N. Roberts turned up in the 9th 
spot, and first 350. Steve Hurd, #35, 
took the first 500 laurels on his Match- 
less, for the 2nd week in a row. 

Desert hounds were divided in their 
opinions of the course. The winner said 
“it was a sandy, hilly, rough course. 
Tight to race on.” But it was a course 
where your scrambles (and even trials) 
experience helped improve your finish- 
ing position. With 340 big bikes there is 
bound to be traffic...Even in the desert!

the trail bike course. I turned around to 
ask the guy at the check which way to 
go, and took off again. I guess the Mor- 
gan brothers, who were running about 10 
feet apart (how's that for togetherness?) 
got off on the wrong trail too, because 
about 2 miles later—up they came to 
pass me again. 

Jack Morgan led it into the pits with 
Frank right beside him. The second 
time around, we were right up with the 
leaders in the big bike class (but only 
because we took the shorter route,) and 
I dropped into the narrow, banked sand 


wash right behind J.N. Roberts. Did he 
teach me how to bank those sides at 
high speed? First time I ever saw any~« 
one broadeslide on a 45 degree bank! 

Jack Morgan came in for the win with 
Frank on his heels. Jack Froelick, #252 
on a Yamaha, came in 3rd, and this guy 
can really move in a sand wash.

Eddie gave the road race followers a treat usually saved for the TT fans 
when he pulled “wheelies” on each and every lap at speeds up to 80 mph be- 
tween the first two turns on a downhill portion of the fast and famous course. 

It was the first setback in the big bike class in many a month for Cal 
Rayborn who could pull no better than a third place behind Travis Petton in 
the open class. Cal was first in the 500cc class. It was Mulder’s second 
feature win in less than a year and now places him second behind Rayborn in 
the total win bracket at the national track. 

The 250cc race was a Suzuki preview of things to come at Daytona with 
Dick Hammer in command from start to finish in both the heat and final. Dick 
clocked a faster lightweight heat race time than either of the big bike class 
efforts on the long course and breezed to the win in the final after teammate 
Ron Grant had to make a quick pit stop early in the race. 

Walt Fulton made a game attempt to stay with Hammer and ran a solid 
second ahead of the fast improving Doug Boiles who is in his second year of 
competition. Dirt tracker Larry Pruett was a respectable fifth and another 
rider who is fast learning the art of pavement racing.

Romero ran second with Ron 
Kruseman having his best night on 
the concrete and achieving third 
place. 

Haaby set new track records in 
both the heat and semi over the six 
lap distances on his BSA single, but 
was hung up in traffic most of the 
way in the final. 

The next and last Long Beach 
indoor race for a couple of weeks 
goes again this coming Saturday 
night, Jan. 21st. There will also be 
an all afternoon practice for all 
riders, licensed, or non-licensed. 
Race time Saturday night is set for 
8 p.m. with no fog in sight.

Usually I’ve used this column to report on the activities of others, 
Other racers and clubs, perhaps reward a dealer or two and even a 
friend. One thing I’ve avoided till now, is getting involved in racing 


politics, 


I never felt that reporting events and races should be slanted for 
or against a sanctioning body, promoter or anyone who tries to advance 
the sport. However, I guess my time is up on that score and now I’m 
going to use this column for my own use. 


I don’t feel like being cannon fodder 
in a war that one individual wants to 
wage against the A.M.A. Let him use 
his own people, riders, column or what- 
ever he chooses, but he should invest in 
an 8¢ stamp or, if he can afford it, a 
phone call, to gather a few facts before 
loading his feeble guns. It is not my 
intention in the past, present or future 
to create any hassle among sanctioning 
bodies regarding my business activities. 
I number many racers among my close 
personal friends, from two or three 
groups, and never at any time will I 
jeopardize the riding status of these 
racers or any others, if I can help it. 

For all those concerned (or who feel 
that it concerns them) let me clarify the 
reasons for our sanction switch from the 
American Federation of Motorcyclists 
to the American Motorcycle Association 
for our first event, or better still, let 
me outline a few details. 





All the Facts of the Matter 


I approached the Stardust Racing 
Association with a request to put on 
cycle races on their 3.0 mile paved car 
track, as early as August, 1966. After a 
few discussions, all details were 
worked out and I was given the go- 
ahead to promote road racing there. 


First-—A Practice Race 


I contacted the A.M.A. and was 
given a few very large figures regarding 
purses, expenses, etc. Knowing we here 
in Las Vegas did not have all the per 
sonnel in our Southern Nevada Motor 
cycle Racing Association to put on a 
roadrace without outside help, and 
myself not numbering among the wealth- 
ier promoters, we decided to talk to the 
A.F.M. The offer of assistance in every 
respect, personnel, riders, publicity, 
etc., was so quickly given and assured, 
that for our first event and to gain ex- 
perience, we decided we would have an 
A.F.M. race and proceeded with all 
arrangements. 

We later received so much unexpected 
interest from A.M.A, riders and cycle 
distributors. They felt the fast 3 mile, 
full-fairing Stardust circuit would make 
an excellent warm-up for riders and 
tuners who were Daytona-bound, and we 
were asked by many if we would con- 
sider changing our sanction if possible, 
to permit these people to participate in 
our event,

As you are aware, A.M.A, have rules 
that prohibit licensed riders riding non- 
A.M.A. events outside the State of 
California. Not wanting to jeopardize 
anyone’s chances of riding at Daytona, 
we approached the A.F.M. and explained 
the sudden turn of events. 


Good For the A.F.M! 


After personal contact with the 
majority of the Chapters involved, they 
were in complete agreement that the 
riders’ interests was the chief concern 
of all, and that they would postpone 
their event until April to allow everyone 
who wanted to ride Las Vegas. No pres» 
sure was put on us by anyone at any 
time. I'll repeat that in case W.C. 
missed it. No pressure at anytime (un- 
less.you care to call the A.M.A. rules 
pressure, and some do). No one said 
“you better or better not run A.F.M.” 


There are A.F.M. members holding 
A.M.A. cards too, who could stand to 
lose? We honestly feel that road racing 
can be advanced harmoniously with all 
concerned if people take the time to 
work things out. No one in the sanction 
switch will suffer, except perhaps a few 
riders who may have won a few dollars 
sooner. But if this first event were 
professional, the next would have had 
to be sportsman. 


Real Sportsmanship At Last! 


As far as help or credit is concerned, 
we just happen to be working with a 
bunch of real sportsmen who volunteered 
any help they can give. They don’t want 
to jump on a big soap box and belittle 
their competitor’s efforts or wave a big 
banner saying how good they are for 
helping put on races. They say they are 
too busy putting on races to get in- 
volved in other associations’ rivalries. 

The governing body here at the come 
ing race is the Southern Nevada M/C 
Racing Association (A.M.A,-Chartered). 
We’re on their racing calendar, paid our 
fee and will be assisted by the five 
clubs. Any help offered by the A.F.M. 
members will be accepted with appre- 
ciation and all events will be run under 
A.M.A. sportsman rules. 

I don’t think that there are mules that 
say someone who is a member of an- 
other group can’t help put on a race as 
long as the sanctioning body rules are 
upheld — or am I wrong?

Both sides of Main Street and 
Adams Blvd. were jammed with 
touring machines as clubs rendez 
voused and outriders arrived at the 
Los Angeles Harley-Davidson shop 
to sign in for the one day event, 
Three giant urns of coffee and 600 
doughnuts were served the riders 
who were bundled up against the 
brisk early morning temperatures, 
The bright sunshine soon took the 
edge off the sharp chill and most of 
of the entrants shed their leather 
later in the day. 

The route map was a masterpiece 
of mis-information, but no one 
seemed serious in their objections, 
The fact that there are two Valley 
Blvd. exits from the San Bernardino 
Freeway was the first confusion 
encountered.

The riders putting the final pol- 
ish on their motorcycles received a 
shock when Sociable’s Referee, Jim 
Flynn, announced that the best 
dressed competition would be with- 
out motorcycles in another area. 

The Sociables arranged for a 
catering truck to be available in the 
parking lot for the rider’s. refresh- 
ment. Everyone took advantage of 
it and many were observed relaxing 
on the green grass while eating 
their lunch. 

The Sociables probably broke 
another record with their Sweep- 
stakes trophy. It was donated by 
Dick Hutchins of L.A. Harley 
Davidson and stood at least 4 feet 
tall.

If you've wondered what happens 
when the front tire lets go suddenly on 
a motorcycle traveling at 70 mph, I can 
report that there isa sudden waviness 
in the steering, as if the dampener were 
too tight. Then as you slow down the 
bars begin to tug, but the real loss of 
control only happens when you drop 
below about, 40 mph. At high speed I 
guess centrifugal force keeps the tire 
billowed out, but as speed drops, the 
tire flattens and the forks want to turn. 
I put the muscle to the bars, slowed to 
a quishy stop and inspected the tragedy. 

The tube was beyond repair — stem 
pulled clean off. Regretfully I remem- 
bered that particular innertube was 
originally fitted nearly five years before, 
at the factory. It had worn out two tires 
and tiptoed through all the puncture- 
littered streets of Mexico without ever 
a leak. Just goes to show you caint 
depend on nothin. 

Problem: Where to find a motorcycle 
innertube in the middle of New York 
State at high noon on a Sunday? It was 
too much for my mind right then so I 
stretched out on the green parkway be- 
side the bike and snoozed until the 
crunch of tires stopping on gravel woke 
me up.I opened one eye and saw a state 
trooper standing over my supine form. 

“I thought you were a corpse,” he 
said, sounding a little disappointed. He 
Tan a curious eye over the Matchless 
and its cargo tied on with black rubber 
bands. “You come all the way from 
California on this?” 

“Via Mexico City yet.” 

“Boy,” the trooper chuckled shaking 
his head, “You shore like a beating.” 

Trying not to appear overly masochis- 
tic I inquired if he might know where a 
tube could be had so I could continue 
the flagellation. 

“There’s some fellows near here 
that might have something you could 
use, If you want, I’ll run you over.” 

I jumped right up, “No thanks! But 
if you could give me a ride, I’d sure 
appreciate it." 

In a minute! was officially deposited 
at the combination gas station-home of 
a family named Beebe. One of the best 
excuses for motorcycle traveling is the 
chance of meeting some of the great 
bunch of friends you never knew you 
had — like the Beebes. 

Their environment was a wonderland 
of wheels and machinery. Father Beebe 
had bought. out the rolling stock of a 
bankrupt thrill show and the dozen or 
so old Harleys and Indians rotted grate- 
fully behind the house. Number one son 
was hopping up a BSA Road Rocket. 
Number two son had just learned to ride 
his father’s immaculate Duo-Glide and 
bubbled with ambitions to revive one of 
the thrill wrecks and go racing at the 
local flat track.

The 
only thing we found that came close 
was a 450 x 19 auto tube from a 1928 
Model A. It would do in a pinch and I 
was grateful, but Number 1 son wouldn’t 
hear of it, He sacrificed a brand-new 
tube out of his dismantled Road Rocket 
to get me under way and only reluctant- 
ly let me pay for it, 

In one hour the bike was ready to 
tide again and an hour after that, topped 
up with lunch courtesy of Mrs. Beebe, I 
was back on the road north...next stop! 
Montreal, Canada, where the faithful 
old Matchless that had been with me 
five years and all the way from the 
farthest off to the farthest out points of 
this continent in thick and thin, richer 
and poorer, better or worse (sob!) dis- 
appeared. Yep, vanished as soon as we 
got to-Canada. You can bet that put me 
through some changes.

Bard Hanson 64w Expert 


This really should be the success 
story of a racer, for Bard Hanson has 
really “made out” as the saying goes. 

Pleasant personality Bard is one of 
the few riders in the U.S, to hold an 
AMA expert competition card in all 
classes of racing including Hill Climb. 
This young man, age 20, is also the 
owner of a Yamaha and Bultaco dealer- 
ship in Everett, Washington and has 
already had three successful years of 
business. Bard was originally from 
Seattle, but now makes his home in 
Bothel, Washington with his pert wife 
Cay and their little daughter Karine. 

Bard began racing by riding scram- 
bles, but when offered a professional 
tide by Bob Budschat, National No, 13, 
Bard then applied for his pro license. 
He was a novice in 1963 riding Bultaco, 
He became a amateur in 1964 and an 
expert in 1965, still riding Bultaco. 
Short track is his favorite type of racing 
and he is a tiger on the track. He says 
that the Bellingham Short Track in Bell- 
ingham, Washington is his favorite 
course because of the friendly atmos- 
phere at a home town track. His biggest 
win was also his favorite race. This 
was at Portland, Oregon in 1963. He 
was the main event winner there, beating 
out Dick Mann and other National number 
holders that night, Bard’s worst crash 
was in 1962 when he was still a sports- 
man rider, He ended up with a broken 
collar bone, causing him to miss a sea- 
son of racing. 





Bard says he doesn’t plan to make a 
career out of racing, as running a bike 
shop is a full-time job. He gives much 
credit for his racing accomplishments to 
Tom Hines, who owns the Triumph hill 
climbers that Bard rides, and to his 
father, Earl Hanson for his great efforts 
as his mechanic and tuner at the races, 
But on the race track or at the top of 
giant hill there’s a lot of talent behind 
that 64w number plate.

Lightweight Course 
The lightweight machines will not be 
capable of climbing this wall, so an 
alternate course has been developed 
which will allow them to run. We would 
appreciate it if you would pass the word 
along to all those who are going to par- 
ticipate in this event that they must be 
in and signed up before 10:00 a.m. and 
through inspection as well as take their 
necessary practice laps before the first 
event starts. This for the big bore ma- 
chines as well as the lightweights. We 
promise you who enjoy true Moto-Cross 
events that you will find this course 
quite spectacular. We also suggest if 
you are going to participate that you 
bring knobby tires suitable for up and 
down rough terrain. Hope to see you all 
this Sunday at Castaic Park, the new 
ACA Moto-Cross location. Ambulance, 
concessions and toilet facilities will be 
available. 
Requirements To Join 
For eligibility of insurance this year 
in order to participate in ACA events, 
all riders will be required to join the 
ACA; membership fee is $2.00, that is, 
if you have a valid competition license 
from some other association. If not, you 
will be required to buy an ACA Jr. 
National competition license which is 
$5.00 this year and allows you to com- 
pete in all amateur events. Professional 
license remains at $10.00 and will be 
required for all professional events as 
well as road racing and speedway.

Those of you in the ACA who have 
received recent mailing concerning an 
upcoming road race event to be held out 
of state, don’t be alarmed; we understand 
the AFM is doing the mailing now for 
the AMA and this is how the AMA re~ 
ceived your address in order to mail an 
entry blank directly to you.

TV.

Those who are not used to Clem 


Johnson’s Vincent, and his careful 
breakin runs, were unimpressed as the 
early morning qualifying sprints. took 
Place on Irwindale Raceway’s asphalt. 
But, Sonny Raslawski was not hindered 
by seating new rings or etc. and set 
the crowd to oh’s and ah’s in a 10.33 
second and 150.00 mph run, right off the 
trailer! As the day progressed Clem 
drew a new look of respect as his miles 
per hour rose to 155 and the elapsed 
time dropped to 10.44 seconds. 

A third bike arrived in time for one 
shot at reaching the 11.50 second quali- 
fying time that is mandatory for a chance 
at the top fuel money. Bob Michaels and 
his “Black Knight” Harley-Davidson 
made the elite ranks of top fuel con- 
tender by logging in a 11.37 second, 
129.85 mph run. 


Fastest on Gas 


Triumph was well represented in the 
Street and Gas divisions and the fastest 
and quickest timing tickets were in 
their possession. Tony Dodge made 
repeated runs that showed good results 
on his  unit-constructed Bonneville. 
Tony’s best was 12.28 — 108.82. In the 
Gas drag bike clan, Nira Johnson held 
the Triumph lead with 11.93 — 113.92 as 
the other brand contenders such as Bob 
Braverman and Ed McDonald pursued 
hot on his heels with runs in the low 
12-second bracket. 


Trouble, Trouble 


Everything looked great for a day of 
good racing until the Irwindale Manager, 
Mr. Minnock came to the pit director’s 
truck and brought attention to the cycle’s 
excessive speed in the pit area. As if 
to prove his claim, Mr. Minnock pulled 
away in his Ford Mustang and was im- 
mediately broad-sided by a Yamaha 
street bike. The bike’s rear brake had 
been locked for an approximate distance 
of 60 feet, which piled the evidence 
pretty high against the cycles’ lack of 
complying with the 5-mile speed limit in 
the pit area. 

Mr. Minnock was not originally in 
favor of the cycle participation at Irwin- 
dale and had reluctantly lowered the 
barrier. A word of warming to drag racing 
enthusiasts seems not at all necessary, 
for our threatened future should be 
obvious. But, I repeat; The speed limit 
at all and any locations within the pit 
area is 5 miles per hours. 


Class Eliminations 


B Street had seven entries and the 
eliminations found Triumphs in all 
models--T.T., Bonnie, TR-6, etc.—facing 
one another with an occasional BSA 
thrown in. One by one the ranks were 
thinned and when the final race was 
over, Tony Dodge, the fastest qualifier, 
collected his well deserved trophy gold. 

A Street was not a class for slow 
machines. Bruce Miller and his Harley 
Sportster shut down similarly-mounted 
opponents such as Sal Estrada and at 
the same time, made the 45-inchers such 
as Enfield wish he would pick on fel- 
lows only his own size. Bruce’s class 
win was done in 12.81 seconds at 
105,00 mph. 

There was quite a surprise in the E 
Street class as Yamaha finally overcame 
the strong winning streak of Suzuki. 
Mike Cash was the man with a Yamaha 
owner’s victory smile and he earned it 
by turning 15.15 E.T., 92.37 mph. 

The Gas eliminations were spiced 
with a bit of brand competition such as 
Norton vs Triumph and Honda vs Triumph. 

Walt Magness and Honda didn’t put 
salt on Len Jasmin’s 30.50 Triumph’s 
tail because he was never close enough. 
Len’s bike won the class with Bob 
Michaels as rider, turning 13.08—100.55. 
Next week Walt will not try salt but will 


rely upon the full power of the twin 
barrels of his 450 Honda. 

The actual final race between Nor 
ton and Triumph never came to be for 
Dick Moulder’s Norton was forced to 
shut down before staging due to bad oil 
spillage and Nira Johnson made a single 
tun for class victory. 

A real center of interest was Steve 
Rowles’ Suzuki and Bob Braverman’s 
Yamaha in E Gas. But again the brand 
battle never came to be. Steve blew it 
all in an earlier single run and left it to 
a race of Yamaha vs Yamaha, Ron Knapp 
and Braverman left the starting line to- 
gether but as Braverman pulled ahead of 
Ron we in the pits heard a new version 
of the old horse cliche in the form of, 
“Aw, get a fairing.” 


Top Fuel 


A flip of three coins decided who 
would take the honor of sitting out the 
first round. Bob Michaels drew the odd 
coin and stepped aside as Sonny Ras- 
lawski and Clem Johnson rolled out onto 
the fire-up road. Each towed. and fired 
to a lusty roar and the only sound with 
a greater volume, was the crowds’ cheer 
as Clem received the winner's light in a 
close race. 

Each time that quarter-mile trip is 
made, the life span of a fuel machine is 
much shorter and Clem Johnson's clutch 
showed signs of having lived too long, 
but still it held. When Bob Michaels 
fired on his roller starters, Clem began 
the big push. Again the roar of nitro- 
burming power and a Perfect staging on 
the starting line began the Christmas 
tree lights on a countdown to green. 


Michaels was out of the hole first but 
Clem’s Vincent pulled up and ahead 
without hesitation. Suddenly the big 
Vincent’s tone of acceleration was 
broken by staccato backfires and its 
speed decreased rapidly. The Vincent 
had put out its power just long enough 
to take Clem through the winning lights 
first with Michaels gaining at every last 
foot of the quarter. Clem Johnson took 
the winner’s purse, but his hands were 
moist with nervous perspiration after a 
close brush with racer’s luck. 


Top Gas 

Handicap made each machine equal 
and every race was decided by a wheel 
or hundredth of a second. Bob Braver- 
man’s consistent 12-second Yamaha had 
a slight jump on Nira Johnson and as 
the Triumph tried to make up the dis- 
tance, everyone held their breath waiting 
for the winner’s lights. 

If Nira hadn’t won in the short 11.93 
seconds every spectator would have 
needed artificial respiration. 


Top Street 


Triumph again made the winner’s 
circle, but it was not the biggest and 
fastest as many expected. Fifty-five- 
inch Harleys, 650 Triumphs, Hondas, 
Yamahas and all class winners were 
sent down in repeated defeat by Harry 
Couch’s 30.50 Triumph’s consistent 
elapsed time. Harry turmed a best of 
14.00 seconds at 93.00 miles per hour 
and proved that in a handicap, the shifts 
— be missed or be too early or too 
ate. 


Coming Attractions 

The best match race yet run is 
scheduled for January 29th at Irwindale 
Raceway. Dick Rios is coming back 
with his twin engine Triumph, “Two 
Timer” in a determined effort to regain 
the twin-engine crown from Murray & 
Cooks’ “Flustration.” 

Last year Boris and Jim defeated 
Dick in a two out of three at Fremont, 
Calif., and Mr. Rios is sure that luck 
will be for and not against him this time. 

Clem Johnson has agreed to act as 
the back-up machine, in the event either 
contender has mechanical failure. If it 
happened, Clem would step in and race 
the remaining machine. If not, then he 
will demand satisfaction in a two out of 
three at a future date. 

Next week is the normal trophy elimi- 
nations and then “heads up” for money 
at Irwindale. Who's fast, quick and con- 
sistent will be proven in these races for 
the purse of gold.

SCRAMBLIN’ 
AROUND

Here we go again! The 1967 season 
opened right off the bat with controversy. 
The one first stated in this column 
about the subject of “earned” number 
plates is still going hot and heavy. A 
few people still seem to think this was 
my own little idea. It wasn’t. I’ve said 
before, the thought was given to me 
before it was presented to the Sports 
Committee so that it could be spread 
around a little more before official 
action took place. 

The Competition Committee has been 
discussing this and at the last meeting 
of the Sports Committee, it was even 
put to a vote, but was tabled to go back 
for further discussion to the Comp. 
Comm. If you have any thoughts on the 
subject, these men have asked for 
ideas, so let them know! 

We've had more letters on this than 
on any other controversy we've written 
about, but more of them have been from 
“loners” than from club members. Most 
of the non-club members feel that they 
shouldn’t be penalized because they are 
“loners.” I say, fine and dandy. But how 
about the club members? As the system 
stands now, these men are penalized 
MORE for belonging to a club than for 
being a “loner”...and to all the loners in 
the world we say this ... what happens 
the day you go to ride a scrambles and 
there is no one there to take your entry, 
flag off your race or most important, 
pick you up when you go down boom? 
The idea that ALL competition members 
must belong to a club is ridiculous. We 
even know of people who send in for a 
competition number so they can impress 
the neighbors (and we’re not kidding.) 
But the serious competitor would not be 
able to get his points unless people 
worked for clubs, and they must have 
their say too. We cannot stress enough 
that right now it is more of a penalty to 
belong to a club than not to belong, but 
without clubs there would be no events!
